( xv ) Malt Whisky means whisky malu 
factured from malt only . 

( xvi) Matured whisky means whisky 
matured in wood for a period of not loss than 
two years . 

(xvii ) Distillation includeg redistilla 
tion . 

( xviii ) Indian -made foreign liquor 
means plain country spirit sophisticated by 
the use of essences, colours and flavours of 
whisky , brandy, rum and gin , and gach other 
brands which may ho approved by the Excise 
Commissioner . 

( six ) Denatured spirit is a spirit of at 
least 50 degrees overproof rendered effectually 
and permanently unfit for human consump 
tion as prescribed in rule 19 of these rules . 

III. — Grant of Licenses, 
Rule 3 . ( 1 ) Any person desiring to obtain a 
license for a distillery under section 14 of the 
Regulation , may apply to the Excise Commis 
sioner . 

( 2 ) Every application for a license for a dis 
tillery ghall be in writing in the form Exc - 79 
and shall be accompanied by 

( a ) a correct plan of the premises which 
tho applicant proposes to use for the purposes 
of his business wder his license and of tho 
buildings existing or to be erected thereon , 
for the said purposes ; 

(b ) a list and plans of all warehouses , 
storc - rooms and other places appertaining 
thereto , or to be used in connoction thera 
with ; and 

( c ) a certificate from the Civil Surgeon 
or the Municipal Health Officer that there 
is no objection on sanitary grounds to the 
construction of distilling premises, or to the 
distillation of spirit on the site and in the 
building shown in the accompanying plans, 


( 3 ) No license xhall be granted unless and 
until tho applicant therefor has — 

(a ) deposited 25 security for the full 
ment of all the conditions of his license a 
sum , to be fixed by the Excive Commissinnor , 
which shall not be less than Rs. 2 , 000 or 
more than Rs, 3,000 in amount ; and 

( b ) satisfied the Excise Commissioner 
that tho proposed buildings, plant and 
apparatiis to be used in connection with the 
business of distillation , storage and issue of 
spirit are built in accordance with the pros 
cribed regulations and that due precaution 
has been taken against fire . 

(4 ) The liconse shall he in form Exc-79 and 
is not transferable except with the sanction of 
the Excise Commissioner. 

(5 ) The licensee shall not take any license 
for the sale of country spirit , foreign liquor, 
rectified or denatured spirit or enter jato part 
nership with any person holding guch a license . 

(6 ) The licensee shall not sublet, alienate, 
transfer or offoct any alteration in the part 
nership save with the sanction of the Excise 
Commissioner 

IV . - Period of Licenses. 
Rule 4 . ( 1 ) Licenses are granted without 
limit of the period for which they are in force , 
but can be cancelled for breach of tho terms, 
or can be determined by the Excise Commis 
sioner after one year s notice . 

( 2 ) If the licensee ccases to work the dis 
tillery without giving notice as requirod in 
his license , or if ho ceases to work the distillery 
within the poriod of such license , the Escise 
Commissioner may take possession of the dis 
tillery and its plant and work it by himself 
Or hy the agency of any person authorised by 
hiin in that behalf for a period equivalent to 
the period of notice or unexpired period of 
notico as the case may be . 

( 3 ) In the case mentioned in the foregoing 
sub -rule , the licensee shall be entitled to re 
ceive from Government such reasonable rent 
for the use of the buildings and plant as shall 
he determined by the Excise Commissioner . 

(4 ) If u license iz revoked , cancelloil or 
determined the licensee shall dispose under 
the conditions of his license of his stock of 
spirit , apparatus, storage vessels and other 
distilling plant in such manner as the Excise 
Commissioner may direct . 

(5 ) The licensee may not hypothecate the 
whole or any part of the licensed premisca 
without the previous written gånction of the 
Excise Commissioner , 

V - Inspcotion 
Rule 5 . ( 1) All material and ingredients in 
tended to bA used in the manufacturo of spirit 
in the distillery shall on their arrival in the dis 
tillery , be brought to the Inspector and woigh 
art , maasureil or counted in his prchence before 
being put into the store rooms set apart for 
them . The Inspector shall examine the ingre 
dients to ensure that nothing unfit for human 
consumption except the denaturants prescribed 
for the preparation of denatured spirit , is taken 
in the distillery , 
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( 2 ) The Inspector shall enter the weiglit or 
quantity of each article taken on the distillery 
stock in the appropriate register proscribed by 
the ruley. Ile ghall also measure , conator 
weigh the quantity of any material taken out 
of the store rooms for use in the operations 
connected with the manufacture or bottling of 
the spirit and enter the same in the appropriate 
l egisters , 

( 3 ) The licensee all stuny time permit 
the Excise commissioner , Collector , the Super 
intendent of Excise in Baluchistan , Inspector 
and any other officer authorised by the Excisc 
Commissioner, the Collector or the Superinten 
dent of Excise in Baluchistan in tbat behalf 
to inspect and esamine his licensed distillery , 
the prenises and warehouse Ollected there 
with and the spirit made and stored therein , 
and shall rendler to the aforesaid officer all pro 
per assistance in making such inspection and 
examination . 

( 4 ) The license shall agree to the posting 
of a Government excise establislimont to his 
distillery for the purpose of ensuring the due 
observance of these rules and for watch and 
war . This establishment shall consist of an 
Inspector and as many Sub Inspectory and 
othor subordinate officials as tho Excive Com 
missoner shall deem sufficient for the require 
ments of the clistillery . This stuff shall be 
under the orders of the Superintendent of 
Excise in Baluchistan . 

( 5 ) The licensec shall provide within his 
distillery unclosure an office for the Inspector 
as well as quartery , to be approvel by the 
Excise Commissioner, for the Inspector and 
other staft who will be required to remain 
within the distillery enclosure on night duty . 

( 6 ) The licenseu shall , if required by the 
Excise Commissioner , provido residential 
quarters for the Government excise establish 
mont posted to the distillery . 

( 7 ) The licensee whall, if required by the 
Excise Commissioner , make into the Coveru 
ment treusury sucl payment as may be de 
mawled on 2ccount of tlie salaries of the Goy 
erument exciso establishment posted to the 
distillery , but he shall not make any direct 
payment to any meinber of such establishment . 

( A ) ( a ) The licensee shall, when required , 
permit samples of the materials used or spirit 
prepared in the distillery to be taken for 
analysis under the orders of the Excine Com 
missioner , the Collector or the Superintendent 
of Excise in Baluchistan ar by any officer 
authoried by them to take sampley or the 
Inspector . Each sample shall be taken in 
threo reputed quart bottles or (when the 
materials cannot be placed in bottles ) in three 
parcels , in the presence of the licensec or a ros 
pousible representativo deputed by him for the 
purpose ; each bottle or parcel shall be im 
mediately and securely sealed in the prescuco 
of the Inspector and the licensee or his repre 
sentative . Both of them ghall sign a label 
which shall bo affixed to the bottle or parcel 
and describe the contents thereof as accurately 
as possible. One bottle or parcel shall then he 
made over to the licensed s representative , the 
second shall be sent for analysis and the third 
retained by the officer concerned pending the 


dispoval of the case . All expenses incurred in 
connection with the unalysis of samples includ 
ing fee , if any, charged by the Analyser shall 
be borne by the Licensee . 

( b ) The licensée shall also have the samples 
of freshly distilled spirit from each still anulys 
oil, at his own expense, through the Superin 
tendent of Excise iu Baluchistan , in June and 
December each year . The samples shall be 
drawu in the manner as prescribed in the pre 
ceding clause , 

( 9 ) The licensee shall afford all reasonable 
assistance to the Inspector in carrying out his 
dutios , 
VI... .Management and Working of the 

Distillery 
Rule 6 . ( 1 ) The licensee, wless he per 
sonally nets is manager , Ahall be bound to 
appoint il competent manager as his agent, 
whoxe appointment shall be subject to the 
approval of the Excise Commissioner, 

(2 ) The licensee shall furnish to the Inspec 
tor a list contuilling the names of any manager 
or assistant manager employed by him and of 
all employees whose cuties require them to enter 
the distillery enclosure. 

(3 ) Il the licensee desires to employ any 
person temporarily on duties requiring him to 
enter the listillery , Aug ., to replace a servant 
who is absent on leave Or for sickness or other 
wise or to perform any special duty in the dis 
tillery , he shall inform the Inspector , who shall 
add the name of such person to the list men 
tioned in sub -l ule (2 ) above . 

(4 ) If any servant leaves the service of the 
license or is no longer employed on duties re 
quiring him to enter the distillery , the licensee 
shall give notice to the Inspector and have hia 
name removed from the list. 

( 5 ) On receipt of the list referred to in sub 
rules ( 2 ) and (3 ) above, the Inspector shall 
assign a registered number to cvory person 
whose name appeary in the list. One copy of 
the li t shall be returned to the licensee , second 
copy shall be left in the custody of the Jamedar 
of the guards and the third copy shall be hung 
up in the Inscritor s office . Every person , 
exrept the clerical and supervising staff , whose 
name appears in the list, shall be required to 
wear at all times wlion within the distillery , a 
badge heuring the number assigned to him in 
tho list . 

(6 ) The Inspector may oject or excludo from 
the distillery enclosure any person whom he 
may find to have committed or guspected to be 
about to commit any breach of the provisions 
of the Regulation or the ruleg made thereunder 
or who shall be found to be intoxicated , riotuous 
or disorderly . The report of this fact shall be 
made by the Inspector to the Superintendent 
of Exciso in Baluchistan who may order for the 
permanent removal of such person from the 
distillery list . 

(7 ) No person shall be allowed to enter the 
Jistillery except the licensee , any Government 
oficial or Police offlcer whohe dutiog require 
him to enter the distillery , the manager and 
any person whoso name has been entered on 
tlie list mentioned in sub -rule ( 5 ) above, or 
such person who may visit the distillery to draw 
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spirit . Visitors may , however, he admitted to 
the premises at the discretion of the Inspec 
tor . 

( 8 ) Every person entorting the distillery 
shall , on leaving the distillery , be liable to be 
searched under the Inspector s orders, but the 
Inspoctor shall not have any person searched , 
except upon reasonable grounds for Siispicion , 
and he shall record in his diary the details of 
every search made . 

( 9 ) Thu licensee shall not close the distillory 
for moro than three days in any month , ex 
clusive of Sundays and holidays , without the 
previous written permission of the Superinten 
dent of Excise in Baluchistan . 

( 10 ) The licensee shall provide in the dis 
tillery a sufficient number of copper Vessels 
and measures (of all capacities up to 5 gallons ) . 
These must be tinned inside and be so thick as 
to withstand hard usage without their capacity 
being affected 

( 11 ) The license shall be rosponsible for 
keeping the whole premises, stills , buildings , 
nuchinery , plant etc ., in a sanitary condition to 
the satisfaction of the Inspector and shall re 
move at hig own expense all rubbish , refuse and 
spent wash .

( 12 ) No spirit shall be consumed on the dis 
tillery premises. 
VII. — The Commencement and Closure of Dis 

tillery Work and Working Arrangements. 

Rule 7 (1 ) If it is intended to close the dis 
tillery for a period of three days or less, the 
licensee shall give notice in writing to the Ins 
pertor of his intention not less than 48 hours 
prior to the date on which it is intended to 
close. If it is intended to close the distillery 
for a period of four days or more, the liconser 
shall give notice in writing , to the Superinten 
dent of Excise in Baluchistan of his intention 
not less than 10 days prior to the date on whiclı 
it is intended to close . 

( 2 ) Before a distillery commencay work or 
l ccommences work after a closure of 15 days or 
inore, the licensee shall give notice, in writing , 
to the Superintendent of Excise in Baluchis 
tan at least 10 days prior to the date fixed for 
the commencement or recommencement of the 
work , 

( 3 ) The Superintendent of Excise in Balu 
chistan , in granting permission under sub - rule 
( 1 ) abovo shall satisfy himself that the normal 
work of supply of spirit to the licensed vendors 
is not jeopardised . 

(4 ) The ordinary working hours of a dis 
tillery by day shall be from 8 a . m , to 6 p . m . in 
each month from April to September, inclu 
sive, and from 9 a .m . to 5 p .m , in each other 
month . The working hours of the distillery 
may , howover, be varied by the Superintendent 
of Excise in Baluchistan , the convenience of 
the licensee and the vendors being consiclered 
as far as possible . All workmen at the disti) 
lery shall be allowed a quarter of an hour after 
the closing time to clean themselves and leave 
the promises. 

(5 ) During the ordinary working hours , 
if the distillery is working , the outer door sball, 


cuscept as provided in sub -rule ( 10 ) helow , be 
kept continually tinlocked . 

(6 ) Upon giving a general notice to the 
Inspector , or , if night work is only occasional, 
upon giviny notice to the ſuspector not le » 
than four hours before the ordinary closing 
hours of the day after which night working 
in to be done , the distillery may be worked at 
hours other than the ordinary working hours. 

( 7 ) If stills in the distillery are so worked 
that tbere is ordinarily no period on an ordin 
ary working day in each woek during which the 
Stills are simultaneously silent , the licensce 
shall, at least once a week on any day other 
than a Sunday or a holiday gazetled under the 
Negotiablo Instruments Act and at any tinie 
during the ordinary working houry by day , 
after giving to the Inspector 24 hours n10tice 
of the day and hour fixed by him , work off every 
still in the distillery and arrange that no dis 
tillation shall be in progress for one hour in 
order that the Inspector may take an account 
of the working of the distillery . 

( 8 ) A distillery may remain open for work 
on 4 Sunday or a lioliday gazetted under the 
Negotiable Instruments Act, provided notice is 
given to the Inspector at least 24 hours before 
the Sunday or holiday in question and a fee 
shall be paid to Government not exceeding Rs. 
15 per day or part of a day as fixed by the 
Excise Commissioner for each distillery . If a 
distillery remains open for work after due 
notice to the Inspector on any of the holidays 
specified below , the fee payable to Governinant 
for every such holiday shall be double the 
ordinary fee

( 9 ) An account of overtime for charged

Intimation as regards the 
amount due during the month shall be sent by 
the Inspector to the manager of the distillery 
ut the close of each month . 

( 10 ) If the distillery works at other than 
ordinary hours, by day , the Inspector shall re 
main present within the distillery enclosure , 
but, except in case of Clergency , the licensed 
shall not require him to lock or unlock any re 
ceiver, vat or other part of the plant ; and he 
shall lock the outer door of the distillery and 
shall not allow any person to enter or leave the 
distillery enclosure , except in aceordance with 
the arrangements to be made witli the sanction 
of tho Superintendent of Excise in Baluchistaen 
for the convenience of persons who may be per 
m tted to enter or leave the distillery at fixed 
lours, in connection with the operations being 
carried on , 

( 11 ) If the vistillery works on a Sundas , 
or a gazettel holiday , the Inspector whall in 
main present for duty with in the distillers 
enclosure but nnless go authorised by the 
Superiutendent of Excise in Baluchistan , he 
sball not be required to take any action for the 
bottling or issue of spirit ; and he shall Irinks 
the outer door of the distillery and shall nut 
allow my person to enter or leave the distillery 
enclosuro , except in accordance rith ilito 
Arrangements to be made for the convenience 
of persons who may bo permitted to enter ur 
leave the distillery at fixed hours, in connection 
with the operations being carried on ,

( i ) Smoking in any portiou of the distillery 
enclosure where spirit is manufactured , stored , 
bottled or issued is strictly prohibitel, 
VIII. - Prescribed Outturn of Spirit and Stocles

Rulo 8 ( 1 ) The licensee ghall , if there is a 
Jemand upon his distillery for such a gowntity .

charge capacity entered in his license Tho 
calculation of the outturn shall be basch on the 
assumption that 100 gallons of waslı , whic ? ! !!

gallous of spirit , that eacli continuous sti }} will 
pork on u average 12 hours a day , and that 
Cum pot-still will be charged with wah cire 
and - a-hall times a day , and that all stills will 
work for an average of liye days a week thrush 
out the ycar . 

( 2 ) Subject to the provisions oľ the price 
codling sub - rule , the licensee shal maintain a 
stock of plain and spiced country spirit , bulk 
ay well us bottled , so that such stock shail, at 
the beginning of each month from May to Sem 
tomber , inclusive , aftor allowing for complirlities 
with all orders in hand at the time, be equal 
to one third the average amount issued during 
that month in the three preceding years , and 
at the beginning of every other month to hulf 
such average amount. If, on voit oi au 
emergent and unexpected demand during the 


last days of the preceding month , the stock ou 
the first day of any month is below the aniouit 
required by this gub-rule, the Acnee shall , in 
The beginning of the month , make it good wiil 
the least possible delay . In case of seriou , or 
continued failure to comply with this convitior 
the licensee may be required to pay a penalty 
determined by the Excise Conimissioner , ind 
persistent failure to comply with this couditinn 
with entail the cancellation of the license s 
license . 

( 5 ) The licensee shall always bavo in stock , 
in a gur, molasses or mahua storc, to be pro 
vided by him and approved by the Excise Com 
missioner , a quantity of gur , molasses or Mahua 
sufficient for the preparation of wash for the 
full working of all his stills , calculated upon 
the data set forth in sub- rule ( 1 ) above for 1 
ful] working days in the montlis from October 
to Marchi, inclusive , and for 8 full working 
lay s in the months from April to Septembar , 
inclusive . The stock shall be calculated on tha 
basis that it requires 3 maunds of gør or 4 
muunds of mola " ges or mahua to prepare 100 
gallons of wash , provided that if the licensen 
maintains a stock of country spirit Over and 
above the quantity required by sub -rule ( 2 ) 
alove , then the stock of gur , molasses or nahua 
muy he correspondingly reduced . In making 
this calculation one maund of gur, molasses or 
modua ghall be considered to be equivalent 10 
5 , 3 . 5 and 3 London Proof gallons of country 
spirit l espectively . The licensee ghall , on the 
1st. and 15th . day of each month , report to the 
Inspector tlo quantity then in stock , and shall 
permit the Insprctor to verify tho quantity if 
he desires to do so . 

(4 ) Tho licensee shall always have in stock 
empty quart , pint and lialf pint bottlo4, pale 14 
well as dark , so that after complying with all 

rders in hand , tho stock of empty bottles shall 
be cqual to the amount of bottles issued during 
1 }, e corresponding month of the last year . The 
licensec shall , on the 1st and 15th day of each 
month , report to the Inspector the quantity of 
empty bottles , in gross numbers , then in stock , 
and shall permit the Inspector to verify the 
said quantity if he desires to do so . 

IX - Accounts and Registers . 
Rule 9 ( 1 ) . The liernisce shall keep up the 
registers which are by these rules prescribed 
for inaintenance by the licensec , and shall sub 
mit them for inspection when required . 

( 2 ) The licensee is entitled to inspect those 
It gisters maintained by the Inspector which 
relate to the operation of list lation and issue 
und to stock - taking, and notice should be given 
to him of any corrections made in them . 

( 3 ) ( i ) If the licensed bus laboratory 
antal hed to his distillery , and requiros sp rit for 
use in the laboratory , he shall be entitlod to 
remove to the laboratory from the distillery 
duty free , from either the safes of the stills , 
the spirit receivers, the spirit store or from the 
maturing warehouse, finished spirit and unfi . 
nished spirit to the extent of two gallons per 
inonth ; providid that not more than two qilert 
bottles shall be so removed at any time and 
spirit so removed shall not be used in the dis 
tillery laboratory otherwise than for experi 
mental work connected with distillery opera 
tions only . The licensee shall keep a regular 
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account of the disposal of such duty -free spirit , 
which will be subject to examination by excise 
officers. All spirit which becomes waste in the 
laboratory and does not by the addition of any 
chemicals or otherwise become deleterious shall 
be returned to the distillery for redistillation . 

( ii ) An application for every quantity of 
spirit required to be removed from the distillery 
under this sub - rule must be made in writing to 
the Inspector , who shall record thereon the 
quantity and strength of the spirit taken , and 
make a 110te of the same in his diary and other 
relevant distillery registers, 

( iii ) If spirit removed under this concession 
is used otherwise than es permitted by clause 
( i ) of this sub - rule , the concession may be 
withdrawn . 

( 4 ) The licensce shall also be entitled to l e 
move once a year duty -free Indian -made foreign 
liquor and country spirit not exceeding one 
gallon or with the permission previously ob 
tained from the Excise Commissioner in speci. 
fied quantities in excess of one gallon from the 
distillery for laboratory examination in a 
foreign country ; provided that he shall keep a 
regular account of the disposal of such duty 
free spirit, which will be subject to examina 
tion by excisc officers . He shall also produce 
Within six months the customs receipt in res 
pect of the duty paid on such consignment on 
its cutry into a foreign country . In default 
the licensed shall be required to make good the 
duty which otherwise would have been levied 
ou tlic quantity of liquor , when it left the dis 
tiilory . The licensee shall, if required to do so, 
produce a certificate showing that the liquor 
in question wag duly examined . 

( 5 ) The licensee, within one week of their 
being made, but not later , may call in question , 
by an objection in writing presented to the 
Inspector, any entries in those of the Inspec 
tor s registers which are open to his inspection . 
Any dispute regarding sich entrios which can 
not be settled by discussion betwecu the Ins 
rector and the licensee shall be referred to the 
Superintendent of Excise in Baluchistan , If 
no objection is raised the entries shall be pro 
sumed to be correct. 

(6 ) (i) The following registers shall be 
maintained by the licensee :

( 7 ) The Inspector shall submit to the Super 
intendent of Excise in Baluchistan , a statrment 
in form Exc - 107 of all spirits issued ny liim 
during the month so as to reach hin 10t latar 
than the 5th of the month foliowing that to 
which it relates . He shall also wand extracts 
to the Collectors of the district concerned ou 
us to reach them by the aume date . 

( ) The licensee shall keep iu luz distrilary 
a correct and true accouut written uololate of 
all receipts and disbursements connected with 
ile manufacture , storage and igs110 oi spirit 
and of all mater als and ingredients receiver 
and used in the manufacture of spirit manufac 
tured and stored . These accounts together 
with any other which the Excise Commissioner 
may prescribe shall be produced for inspection 
vihenever required by the Superintendent of 
Excise in Baluchistan , the Inspector or the Col 
lector or by any other officer authorised by 
these officers in thiz behalf , 

( 9 ) All formas and registers referred to in 
these rules shall be printed and supplied by the 
licensce free of chargo , Forms bound together 
shall bear printed serial and consecutive um 
ters. Loose sheets of such forms as are neces 
sary shall also be supplied to the Inspector by 
the licensee free of charge , 
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X . — The Upkeep of Buildings and Plant. 

Rule 10 . ( 1 ) All buildings and plant uned 
directly for the manufacture and storage of 
washi and spirit rust he situated in a distillery 
cnclosure in which no business shall be carried 
on , except that of the manufacturo , storage, and 
issue of spirit . The enclosure sliall be sur 
10unded by a wall having one opening only and 
so built as to prevent communication between 
the distillery enclosure and outside , except 
through the opening provided . 

( 2 ) The buildings and plant shall be speci 
fiecl in the license, and shall be properly main 
tained to the satisfaction of the Superintendent 
of Excise in Baluchistan , Particular attention 
shall be given to their cleanliness . 

( 3 ) The licensee shall provide for use in 
mcașuring spirit in the distillery , and at the 
time of issue such measures, gauging machines , 
weighing machines and other appliances as 
the Excise Commissioner may direct him to 
provide . 

( 1 ) If the buildings and plant ( including 
mieysures etc ., referred to in the preceding sub 
rule ) are not properly maintained and the 
preiniges and plant are not kept properly clean , 
the licensee may be required to stop all work 
in the clistillery within one weck after receipt 
of notice to that effect from the Superintendent 
of Excise in Baluchistan , 

(5 ) If any still , vat, pipe or other part of 
the plant is at any time found to be defective 
or leaking, and the Superintendent of Excise 
in Buluchistan orders the discontinuance of its 
lisc , it sllall not be used till it bas been repaired 
to the atisfnction of the Superintendent of 
Excise in Baluchistan , 

(6 ) The licensee shall not alter the building 
or plant specified in his license without the 
Taxcise Commisyioner s permission , provilled 
that any minor und urgent alteration or repair 
myhe male with the content of the Inspector , 
who shall forthwith report to the Superintend 
aant of Exrise in Baluchistan , Any important 
altrrntion sanctioned shall be noted on the 
license . 

( 7 ) All processes for the manufacture, 
issuin ond sale of foreign liquor must be con 
ducted within the distillery enclosure . 
XI. — Stills and other Plant. 

Pipes . 
Rule 11 . ( 1 ) The distillery and its appara 
tus shall be no arranged that from time when 
the fermented wash is passed into a still to the 
time when the spirit is issued from store vats , 
the distillate shall be contained in closed re 
ceptacles and be conveyed to stills, receivers 
and other receptacles only through closed 
pipes, preferably by forco of gravitation , but, 
when this cannot be arranged , by pumping . 
Water required for the distillery working shall 
also he conveyed into the receptacles where it 
is required , and waste water shall be carried 
off only through closed pipes, Wash shall be 
conveyed from the fermentation pats to stills 
and spent wash and spent lees shall be carried 
off in closed pipes or covored drains . 

( 2 ) Tho ends of still worms and all pipes 
which carry spirit or serve spirit receptacles 


shall be firmly fixed into the receptacles they 
serve . 

( 3 ) If a spirit pipe is required to charge or 
discharge one or other of a series of receptacles , 
the pipe shall be connected with each of the 
receptacles , by half- unions of the same pattern 
fixed in the receptacles , the other half of the 
union , common to all , being fixed to the con 
necting pipe . 

(4 ) All the joints in spirit pipes must cither 
be riveted or be joined with bolts. In the 
latter case , the flanges bolted together must, 
have , in adition to the bolts , at least two rivets 
made of a composition of lead and tin , and 
scaled with an Excise scal, or , in the case of 
certain joints when this is specially permitted 
by the Excive Commissioner , the flanges muy 
be pierced hy a holt carrying an Excise lock , 
inserted through a bole , at one end of the bolt . 
Alternatively the flanges may be drilled with a 
hole 18th of an inch in diameter through which 
a wire should be twisted together , and sealed 
with an Excise seal. 

(5 ) The licensee yhall be responsible for pre 
venting any lcakage from pipes . 

( 6 ) Pipes intended for the conveyance of 
wash and spirit must be so fixed that they can 
be examinert throughout their entire length , 

( 7 ) All pipes and covered draing shall be 
coloured with a colour indicating the purpose 
for which they are used , as follows : 

If intended for the conveyance of waslı , 
green ; if for the conveyance of spirit, red ; 
if for the conveyance of water , or steain , white ; 
if for the conveyance of spent was ) , yellow ; 
if for the conveyance of gas or electric wires 
und for the purpose of illumination of powor , 
black ; if for the convoyance of molasses , hlize , 

XII. - Locks. 
Rule 12 . ( 1 ) The charging and discharriet 
pipes of pot - stilla, all spirit safes and all man 
doors , cocks or other openings in stills , spirit, 
vath , spirit reccivers , spirit chargers and other 
receptacles for spirit , and in spirit pipes with 
branches , the point where cach branch joins the 
pipes and the doory of all buildings and rooms 
used for the storage of spirit and other mate 
rials , shall he so fitted as to enable them to ha 
closed with two locks, the keys of which are 
not inter -changeable, and of which one lock 
shall he excise lock , in charge of the Inspector , 
and the other a distillery lock in cbarge of 
licensee . 

( 2 ) Excisc locks supplied by the Excise 
Commissioner will invariably be put on when 
ever necessary under these rules , but the licen 
sec may dispense with his own locks, except in 
the case of such as must be affixed to all re 
ceptacles or rooma veed for the storage of 
spirit . 

( 3 ) All locks shall be kept properly secured 
at ail times oxcept when it is necessary to open 
any particular lock or locks for the purpose of 
receiving or issue of spirit and other materials 
or a 
or any other operations connected with manu 
facture , bottling or jague of spirit . 

(4 ) Locks ghall be so arranged as to render 
it impossible to use any pipe or part of a pipe 
unless the locks are either removed or else closed 
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only with working fasteningn , or to extract any 
of the contents of any building, pipe , receivir 
or other receptuele concerned , without opening 
both the locks which contro ] such building , pipo 
or receptuele . 

(5 ) Lock fastenings must be constructed as 
much as possible in one piece . When hinges 
on them are necessary , the hinges must be 
formed by welded joints, and not by rivetel 
ping. If a part of any fastening is attached 
to e door or a receptacle, it must be hy rivets 
and vot by screws . The fastenings for cocks 
must be fitted so closely , as not to admit of any 
cock being partially turned or opened , or the 
plug or key lifted up or taken out after tlo 
fastening is applied . Chain fastenings must 
not be used, except in vides where it woull be 
impracticable to apply any other description 
of fastening . 

( 6 ) When it is necessary for the licensee s 
operations that cocks upon closed pipes be left 
open , when the Inspector is not present, work 
ing fastenings must be provided . Such fasten 
ings must be so constructed that the excise 
lock shall not interfere with the free use of the 
cock and so fitted that no abstraction of spirit 
is possible , 
XIII . - Gencral Rules as to Receptacles for 

Wash , Bub , Spirit and Denatured Spirit . 
Rule 13 . ( 1 ) Bxcept for the bonafide 
purposes mentioned below the licensée sliall 
not introcluce or permit the introduction of 
bottles or other vessels having # capacity of 
Jess ihan four callous ( achi, into the distillery 
enclosure . 

Exceptions. 
( i ) Bot los required for bottling country 
8pint or Inclian -made foreiga liquor under 
rule 18 ( 3 ) of these rules . 

( ii ) Bottles or other vessels , in such number 
ay may be determined by the Excise Commig 
sioner , containing essences , colours and the 
liko , necded for the licensee s legitimate opera 
tions, but they should be stored in the colour 
ing and compounding materials room referred 
to in rule 18 (? ) of these rules. 

( iii ) Bottles or other vessels intended for 
use us containel s of rectified spirit or denatur 
ed spirit , to be supplied 10 civil surgeons or to 
scientiflc institutions approved by the Excisr 
Commissioner und botiles upproved for bottl 
ing of rectifled spirit under 67. 18 ( 3 ) of these 
rules . 


( 3 ) The vessels used as receptacles may bir 
of any material ; they shall be of regulur 
shape ; large covered vessels shall be fitted 
with manholes of a size approved by the Super 
intendent of Excise in Baluchistan , and every 
vessel shall be provided with proper approved 
arrangements , for gauging with rods and with 
tables showing the nuinber of gallons contained 
in them , wlion filled to every tenth of an inch , 
by either the wct or the dry method of gaug 
ing, uccording as the Superintendent of Excige 
in Baluchistan decides to apply one or the other 
method to such vesych. When the wet inethod 
of gangiug is applied to any vessel, a perma 
nent dipping rod of a patturn approved by the 
Superintendent of Excise in Baluchistan slial! 
he fixed in a manner approved by him to tbat. 
part of the vessel where there is the greatest 
clryth of liquid in it . 

( 1 ) Each vessel shall havo legibly painted 
on il in . English its number , its a city and 
the use to which it is applied , and its de ails 
shall be properly registered by the Inspecior. 

(5 ) Except with the special sanction of the 
Excise Commissioner, in the case of a recepta 
cle, sunk under the ground - level, each vessel 
shall be fixed so an to permit of examination 
all round it ; it shall slope slightly down to its 
cock , and its rock shall be so Atted that the 
Vossel can drain entirely through the cock 
without being moved . 

( 6 ) No receptacle of which the contenits are 
vytimatod by a gauge rod , shall be brought 
originally into use , till it has been galged and 
passait ly the Inspector and a table book has 
heroll prepared for it , und , if any gauged re 
ceptacle jy repaired or moved , it may not be 
brought again into use till it has been regiug 
on and passerl by the Inspector and il l avisel 
tablo book has been prepared . 

XIV . Fermentation Vats . 
Rule 14 . ( 1 ) Fermentation vats shall be 
placed in a room or building specially set 
apart for them alone. 

( 2 ) The licenscs shall provide vats for the 
fermentation of welshi having a capacity Buff 
cient for the continuous working of all the 
stills in the distillery , up to the niaximum of 
their capacity , us recorded in the license , upon 
the calculation that it required five days to fer 
ment wash , 

( 3 ) No wash shall be used , except such as 
has been prepared within the distillery , nor 
shall any wash be removed from the distillery : 

Provided that if ko desired the licensee may 
be allowed to remove samples of wash from 
cuch val in quantity not excoeding half a 
gallon per vat for use in the distillery Jabora 
tory . 

( 4 ) The licensee shall enter in the registri 
prescrihod for the purpose the exiit niy 
of gir, molasses , mahua or other substance 
mod , and shall give the Inspector an opport17 
nity of vorifying this quantity whenever he 
may deem it. desirable to do so . 

( 5 ) ( a ) If wush is propared from a malt 
base , it must be collected in the fermentin vnd 
and he ready for ganging and proving within 
six bours, after it has begun to run into the 
vat , 


( iv ) Bottles or other vessels for removal of 
products by the distiller for purposes enim 
rated in rules 9 ( 3 ), 9 ( 4 ), 22 ( 6 ) , ) and ( 13 ) 
of these rules . 

( 2 ) Vats shall ordinarily be used for the 
storage of spirit , but a limited number of 
rasks or drums may, subject to the provisions 
of sub -rule ( 4 ) below , be kept in the store room 
for the storagen of special kind of spirit , suchi 
us whisky, and for the use in collecting quan 
tities withdrawn from store vats in slight 
excess of requirements and the liko , and a 
limited number , not excceding 30 , of casks or 
drums filled according to rule 21 (4 ) of these 
rules for issue, may be kopt temporarily in 
the store room for issue to purchasers . 
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( b ) In the case of wash preparect from gur 
or liquid molasses , the Inspector shall take the 
readings, as regards quantity and specific gra 
vity as soon as complete solution has beco 
attained . The solution may be effected in the 
fermentation vat or in a dissolving vat separate 
from the fermentation vat. 

( c ) Iu certain distilleries , gur or molasses 
Wash , prepared iu a dissolving vat, is run in 
to a fermentation vat after the necessary 
quantity of bub has already been introduced 
into the fermentation vat. In such cases, the 
Specific gravity of the wash in the dissolving 
vat immediately before transference to the 
fermentation vat , should he treated as the 
initial specific gravity of the wash . Where 
the con ents of two or more dissolving vate 
are transferred to tbe ferinautation vat, the 
initial specific gravity of the wash will be the 
mean of the specific gravities of the wash in 
the several dissolving Vats sed , calculated 
where nccesmury according to exainple II of 
page 191 of the Technical Excise Manal. It 
would be an advantage to maintain a fixod 
speciſo gravity in tlio dissolving vats. 

(d ) If ahua is used , the initial quantity 
and specific gravity of the wash shall be ascer 
tained in such manner as the Superintendent 
of Exciso in Raluchistan may specially pre 
Acribe , 

(6 ) (a ) No substance of any kind shall be 
addel to the wash after it has been gauged und 
proved , except water or chemicals or buh under 
the procedure yot forth in the next succeedling 
clausn , provided ( i) that due notice of such 
addition is given by the license to the In 
spoctor, ( ii ) that the requisite entries regard 
ing it are made by the licensee in the prescrib 
ed register , and ( iii ) that no addition of any 
kind is made to wash more than 24 hours after 
it was filst gauged and provedl . After the 
Lapse of this period of 24 hours , the wash 
bhall remain undisturbed in this fermentation 
vat until formentation is completed and the 
wagh is removed to the still. 

( h ) In soine distilleries wash is prepared in 
a dissolving vat or vuts scparate from the fer 
mentation var and is ( i ) gradually added to 
bub already collected in the fermentation yut 
or ( ii ) collected simultaneously with bub run 
ning into the fermentation vat . In the case 
of such distilleries no substance of any kind 
shall be added to the mixture of bub and wash 
in the fermentation vat. Water and chemicals 
may , however, be added to the wash in the dis 
solving vat or vats , hefore it has been gauged 
and proved . The initial quantity and specifi . 
gravity of the mixture of bub and wash in such 
cases shoulıl be walculated from the initial 
qualitities and specific gravitics of wash and 
hub ascertained immediately before they are 
run into the fermentution vat . 

(7 ) ( ar ) The preparation of bub shall be 
conducted in a special hub vat or vats set 
apart only for such preparations ; and the 
registration of the materials used and of solu 
tion and other matters connected with it , shall 
be carried out in the register specially pre 
scribed for the purpose. The hub vats used 
may be smaller than the ordinary fermentation 
yats if desired , and there may be connected 


with it, an auxiliary vessel for dissolving the 
material used for setting up the hub , but fer 
mentation must not be allowed to proceed to 
a close in this vessel. Orditarily the whole 
of the bub must be convey ed into the fermen 
tation vat or vats to which it is to be added 
within 24 hours of first beginning to make, or 
dirkolve or set it up . 

( b ) With the special permission of the 
Superintendent of Excise in Baluchistan , any 
licensee who is able to declare the alcoholio 
percentage and tho original specific gravity of 
a bub may keep) such bub for more than 24 
hours after the time when its making solution 
or setting up commences . And lio may be per 
mitted to make such a buh anil keep it going 
continuously hy adding to it fresh saccbarine 
substance and water from time to time. In 
such a case he must , at the line of adding any 
of such continuously maintained bub ,, to the 
contents of any fermentation vat containing 
Wagh , record the quantity in bulk gallong, and 
the original spesific gravity of the addition . 
The Inspector shall enter a copy of these 
particulars in his registers and make the necch 
sary alterations in the records of the wash , 
to which it is added . 

( c ) The licensee shall give notice to the In 
spector , with details of the registered numbers 
of the vessels concerned , before any conveyance 
of buh from the vat in which it is prepared , 
to the main wush , or to a fermentation vat, 

( 8 ) As soon as wasb is fully attenuated and 
l Agdy for distillation , the licensee shall informa 
1e Inspector , and the Inspector shall again , 
by gaugink and the 17.30 of the Saccharometer , 
ascertain the quantity and specifc gravity of 
the attenuated wash und record these in his 
prescribed register . The licensee shall record 
the final quantity and specilid gravity in the 
register prescribed for maintenance by him . 

( 9 ) The licensee shall not draw off or use 
the attenuated wash until it has been gauged 
un proved by the Inspector , and , when he 
does draw it off , the Inspector shall enter in 
the prescribed register particulars regarding 
the quantity drawn off and the still into which 
it is drawn off . 

IV - Stills . 
Ride 15 . ( 1) Stills may be of any form or 
construction the licensee may think proper 
and for which he has a license , but the still 
power of the distillery shall not be increased 
without the special sanction of the Excise Com 
missioner . 

( 2 ) The Excise Commissioner may authorise 
the replacement of any still by another of 
equivalent distilling capacity , or the re- use of 
any still which has been dismantled and thrown 
out of use without its place being taken by 
# nother still . 

( 3 ) There shall be no opening into any still, 
except those in connection with the charging 
and discharging pipes, pipes for the convey 
ance of vapours of Anids from one part of the 
sti]l to another, condensers, nandoors and air 
cocks or valves upon the breast or bead . The 
external orifice of an air valve must be so con 
structed and covered by a perforated metal 
plate, as to make it inipractianble by means of 
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XVII.- - Store Vats. 
Rule 17 . ( 1 ) Store vats shall be kept in a 
room or building set apart entirely for them 
and provided with only one door. This room 
or building will be designated the store room . 

( 2 ) The licensee shall provide store vats , 
having an aggregate capacity equal at least to 
the demand of the month in which most spirit 
is used during the year. If the existing cupa 
city at any time appears from the average of 
the issues , recorded during the previous three 
years , to be materially deficient, the licensee 
shall , if required by the Superintendent of 
Excise in Baluchistan , make necessary increase 
to it , 


it either to introduce wash or to abstract spirit 
or to convey away , spirit vapour for condensa 
tion elsewhere , 

( 4 ) When wash is being distilled in a pot 
patill , and in all distillations by a continuous 
still, the still need not be secured by the In 
spector with an excise lock . 

( 5 ) When a pot-still is being u18cd for the 
re - distillation of unfinished spirit , the inandoor 
and the charging and discharging pipes shall 
be secured by the Inspector with closed fasten 
ing , and a pot-still used for redistillation sball 
be charged and discharged only after notice 
has been given to the Inspector and under his 
fupervision . 

IVI. - - Safes , Receivers and Chargers . 
Rule 16 . ( 1 ) A safe furnished with a hydero 
meter or specific gravity beads , capable of 
showing the strength of the distillato , shall be 
provided between every still and its receiver 
or receivers . There may be separate safes be 
tween each still and its receiver or receivers , 
or a central sale which controls the worm ends 
communicating between a number of stills and 
their receivers . 

( 2 ) Two or more receivers may be fitted to 
the same still in order to enable the distillate 
to be collected in separate portions, and one 
receiver may work in connection with more 
than one will . There should be separate 
receiver for feints . 

( 3 ) The receiver or receivers attached to 
each still or set of stills shall be of a capacity 
enabling them to contain all the distillate 
which can be produced by the still or set of 
stills in 36 hours full working . 

( 4 ) The spirit, whether finished or unfinish 
ed , produced by any one distillation , shall be 
run into an empty receiver or receivers , and 
such spirit shall be gauged and proved by the 
Inspector , in the presence of the licensee or a 
responsible representative deputed by him for 
this purpose , in the receiver or receivors of the 
still or set of stills in which it is produced , be 
fore it is passed out of such receiver or receivers 
or mixed with spirit produced by any other 
distillation . 

(5 ) The mixture of sugar or other foreign 
substance in the spirit after it has been drawn 
from the still and before it is tested is prohi 
bited . 


( 3 ) A storo vat or vata may be separately 
set apart and used for the storage of each of 
the following kinds of spirit , viz . : 

(a ) Plain spirit , 

(b ) Spiced spirit including special spiced 
and matured spirit , 

( c) Indian -made foreign liquor 
( d ) Denatured spirit , 

(e ) Rectified spirit . 
Provided that, excepting denatured spirit , any 
vessel sot apart and used for the storage of 
anyone of the above kinds of spirit shall not be 
used for the storage of any other kiud of spirit , 
unless the vessel is properly clraned and fillock 
with water for at least 24 hours so that po 
smell , taste or colour of a provious spirit is 
imparted to a fresh spirit .

( ii ) Removals may be made at any strength 
not below the strength prescribed for the issue 
of spirit . 

( iii ) No cask of less than eight gallons capa 
city shall be removed for deposit in the matur 
ed spirit warehouse . 

( iv ) In preparation for removals , the tare 
or weight empty , of each cask must first he 
ascertained , the cask thercafter filled to the 
bunghole with the spirit intended for removal 
and the capacity determined in the manner 
prescribed by tbo Superintendent of Excise in 
Baluchistan . No objection need be raised if 
it is desired to draw off any quantity hy im 
perial measures from the full cask before the 
removal is made . In that case , the quantity 
remaining in the cask , i. e ., ullage quantity , 
will be reckoned by deducting the measured 
quantity from the ascertained full capacity . 

( v ) All particulars of gauge and proof 
must be recorded at the time of removal in the 
appropriate columns of the warehouse register , 
instead of one the pass, as in the case of orili 
nary issues .

ful inspection of the apparent condition of 
each cask lying in the matured spirit warehouse 
and arrange for tho immediate transference 
of the contents of a cask found leaking .
